TENDBNT OF STREETS 


By the Common Council—The Loan 


Passed. 


Confusion attended the meeting of the 


common council last evening. First, a 
thing was done, and then it was undone. 
Motions to reconsider were handled very 
freely and parliamentary tactics were em- 
ployed by the members to secure even the 
slightest advantage. 


But a*lde from this there was some- 


thing more Important still in the action of 
last night's mooting. Richard Bray, a 
most faithful servant, and the best super- 
intendent of public buildings tlie city ever 
had, 
whoso administration of affairs in his 


department, has been endorsed by A. G, 
Gttm'noek, chairman of the finance com- 
mission, was dropped by the republicans 
with the aid of Dek«hanty. 


Tho lands and buildings'department 


under Mr. Uray's management "was pro- 
nounced the most economically managed 
of any in the city. Still that goes for 
naught with the A. I'. A. council and 
their henchman Delehanty. 


At 3.30 President Gurtin called to order 


and at the request of Mr. Webster the re- 
port of the last meeting was read and ac- 
cepted. I 


An ordinance to amend chapter one by 


striking out section 12 and 13 was re- 
ferred. 


On motion of Mr. Kiley it was decided 


to pass upon all orders, resolutions, etc., 
by tho re'S'ding of their titles. 


Mr. Barry's motion to reconsider the 


vote passed authorizing the B. & SI. road 
to close up Pawtucket ssreet while the 
work of changing the grade is going on, 
camu up for action. 


Mr. Goward said he hoped the question 


to reconsider would pass. 
lie said that if 


the railroad will sign an agreement to fur- 
nish a passage nearby for teams and pas- 
sengers he will vote in favor of allowing 
the road to close up the street. 


Mr.-Hun ton wanted the motion 
recon- 


sidered until the road gave a guarantee 
that it would maintain a roading near the 
present one. 


Mr. Sanborn spoke in a similar strain 


and said he went up Pawtucket street 
yesterday and could not/pass because tho 
Boston & Maine company had closed up 
tho street. 


Mr. Sullivan advised the council to de- 


feat the motion to reconsider and . said 
tho company intended to provide a suita- 
ble roadway close by the present one on 
Pawtucket street. 
Mr. Webster favored reconsideration and 
said the Boiton & Maine was only car- 
rying out the policy of corporations to- 
wards the city, "tak« what you want and 
then ask for it." 


Mr. Riley was of the opinion that the 


company intends to maintain a roadway 
on Pawtucket street. 


The motion to reconsider then passed. 
Mr. Goward moved that the resolution 


be laid on the table till such time as the 
Boston & Maine road guarantees to pro- 
vide a suitable roadway. 
The motion was 


defeated. 


Then Mr. Webster added the follow- 


ing amendment to1 the. original resolution: 
"That the Boston & Maine road be obliged 
to give to the city solicitor a guarantee to 
maintain a roadway on Pawtueket street 
while the work of changing tho grade 
is being carried on." 
The resolution 


as amended passed. 


Tlie resolution transferring 310,030 from 


the reserved fund to the credit of .the 
health department was passed, Messrs. 
Goward, O'Day and Sanborn voting in the 
nezative.' 


The notice of Mr, Goward to reconsider 


the vote whereby the blanket loan was de- 
feated at the last meeting was called up 
and ruled out of order on the ground that 
Mr. Goward was not privileged to ask for 
such reconsideration as ho voted with the 
prevailing party. 


A Blanket Lotm of £08,000. 


A joint resolution to borrow $05,000 to 


piece out department appropriations was 
road, and Mr. Webster was opposed to it 
and wanted the items for the different de-

considered separately.

moved to lay the resolution on the tabie 
for 35 minutes and the motion was de- 
feated.

Messrs. Rivet 
and Ilartwell spoke in favor of acting 
upon and passing the resolutions as BOOH 
as possible and they requested Mr. Web- 
ster to withdraw his motion to recon- 
sideration. 


Mr. Garvey said he considered this a 


matter of importance-ami he believi-d It 
should be settled tonight. Therefore, he 
moved to adjourn to U.30, in order to give 
a chance to act upon the councilman's 
notice of reconsideration. 
The motion 


passed. 


At 0.30 the council re-assembled. 
Mr. Morse moved to ballot for a' mem- 


ber of the water board for the tinexplred 
tprrn. The motion passed, Mr. Delelianty 
voting with tlie republicans. The ballot 
resulted as follows: Horace P. Beals 11, 
Frank L. Weaver 12, A. A. Con way 1, 
and there was no choice. 


On motion of Mr. Hunton, another bal- 


lot was taken with, the following result: 
Horace P. Beals 10, Frank L. Weaver 13, 
A. A. Conway 1, and Mr. Weaver was de- 
clared elected in non-concurrence. 


Mr. Huntoon read a communication 


from James J. Dacey declining tho posi- 
tion of superintendent of streets to which 
he was elected by the council. President 
Cnrtln ruled the inclination out of order 
inasmuch as Mr. Dacey had been elected 
by only one branch of the city council. 


Mr. Hounseil called up the resolution to 


purchase land on John street for a man- 
ual training school. He moved that the 
resolution be taken from the table and the 
motion passed. 
Mr. Barry gave notice of 


reconsideration at the next meeting. Mr. 
Hounseil said that the offer of the owners 
of the land would not hold good after to- 
night, and he thought it unwise to allow 
the matter to drift along. 


Mr. Hunton moved to ballot for super- 


intendent of streets, and the motion was 
declared out of order. Mr. Hartwell ap- 
pealed from the decision of the chair. 
Messrs. Rivet, 
Hartweli and Webster 


spoke in favor of the appeal, and Pres. 
Curtin addressed the members in behalf 
of his position. 
' Mr. Garvey spoke in favor of the posi- 
tion taken by Pres. Curtin and said lie 
hoped .there were some fair-minded repub- 
licans who would look upon this matter 
in a just manner. 
He had always regard- 


ed Mr. Goward and Mr. Hartwell us fair 
men and lie would now have an oppor-

committee, Mrs. Ole Bull, chairman, said

referendum had made a great many con- 
verts in Cambridge.

from othe" places made slinihir reports, 
au-,1 a general feeling of cheerfulness pre- 
vailed. The .committee adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 


Vv'hcroas the present returns from the so- 


called referor.dum indicate that we only need 
to convert about 13 per cent nibru of thu mail,

An Inventor's Device to Dcnden Danger* 


ons iElectrlc Cnrrentts. 


A. E. Hutohins of Detroit has invented 


a safety appliance for falling electric wires 
which apparently deadens tho most dan- 
gerous current. In a recent exhibition he 
picked up a deadly and naked wire, carry- 
ing an electric potential of '10,000'volts, 
and with his • bare foot on tho wot earth 
placed the copper wire in his mouth. He 
said he could not even taste an electric 
shock. 
. 
. 


He puts a email wire on a polo similar 


in purpose to a lightning rod for a house. 
The top of this wire he splits into a fork 
or fastens to a specially inado insulated 
metallic bracket. The bottom of tho wiro 
is run into the ground, where it may be 
connected to a special ground wiro or a 
water or gas pipe. This brocket or crotch 
only touches a bare spot on the suspended 
dangerous wire when it falls; then it oper- 
ates to carry the deaclly'current down the 
polo wiro to tho ground. 


Electrically speaking, it provides for tho 


electric current a low resistance shunt and 
places the fallen wiro at one or earth po- 
tential or similar to the ground current 
of an electric ' railroad. 
Tho inventor 


claims his device protects from any addi- 
tional grounded .dangerous wlregjit other 
'points on tho line.—-New York Herald.

Stowad Away in James S. Chaffee's 


Cellar. 


BOSTON, Nov. 13.—The arrest of (James 


Stevens Chaffeo of this city by the police 
Monday, and the recovery of $20,000 worth 
of stolen plunder, were followed yesterday 
and lost night by oven more startling dis- 
coveries. In addition to the property re- 
covered Monday, stocks and bonds to tho 
extent of nearly $150,000 (par value) \voro 
brought to the inspectors' office. 


Yesterday afternoon 
Chief 
Inspector 


Watts and Assistant Inspector Dugan ac- 
companied Prisoner Chnffee to his housp 
on Mount Veruon street, West B-oxbury, 
for the purpose of unearthing nidre plun- 
der, which Chaffce said was secreted in tho 
cold-air box of tho furnaccMn his cellar. 
His cellar was searched, but nothing was 
found. 


.The party went back to headquarters 


and were surprised to find Mrs. Chaffuo 
awaiting their return. After some hesi- 
tation she informed Chief Watts that if ho 
would bring her husband home again sho 
would liand over the stocks and bonds. 
She said she bad removed tho box con- 
taining them, from the cold-air box in the 
cellar. The police drove to tho Chaffee 
bouse again and Mrs. Chaffee wont to the 
back stairway !and brought out the box 
from underneath the stairs, It was taken 
to headquarters, where the contents were 
examined. 


There were found certificate No. 74 for 


1000 shares of the O. K. Gold-Mining com- 
pany's stock, valued at $100 a share; cer- 
tificates Nos. 55 and 58 for 20 shares each of 
tho C. If. Ifelson Lumber company of St. 
Paul, dated Oct. 25, 1881, valuo $1000 a 
share, and debenture bond, Nb. 573, of the 
Central Iowa railroad, value $1000. 


Three Smith & Wesson revolvers were 


also found in the box, and among other 
things of-value were 225 sheets of foreign 
postage stamps and a large number of 
United States stamps, some of which 
were valued as highly as SCO each. 
An 


agreement was found, signed by Mrs. 
William Barrett, by which she turned 
over all her husband's property to Chaffee. 


Barrett is a notorious criminal, now 


serving a life sentence for murder in this 
state, and Chaffee claimed' when arrested 
Moaday night that all the- stuff which 
was found in his premises had been given 
.to hiin by Barrett in return for his having 
spent a great deal of money in Barrett's 
defense at the time of the murder trial.

ous Electric Currents. 


- A. K Hutching of Detroit has invented 
a safety appliance Cor falling electric wires 
which apparently deadens the mosf dan- 
gerous current. In.a recent exhibition ho 
picked up u deadly and naked wire, carry- 
ing on electric potential of 10,000 volts 
and with his bare foot on tho -web earth 
placed the copper wire in his mouth. 
He 


said ho could not even tosto an electric 
shock. 


Ho puts a small wire on a polo similar 


in purpose to a lightning rod for a house. 
Xho top of this -wiro ho splits into a fork 
or fust-ons to n specially rnado insulated 
metallic bracket. 
Tho bottom of the v.-iro 


Is run into the ground, where it may bo 
connected to a special ground wiro or a 
water or gas pipe. This bracket or crotch 
only touches a bare spot on tho suspended 
dangerous wiro when it falls; then it oper- 
ates to carry the deadly current down tho 
polo ^viro to tho ground. 


Electrically speaking, it provides for tho 


electric current a low resistance shunt and 
places tho fallen wire at one or earth po- 
tential or similar to the ground curruuJ 
of nn elootric railroad. 
The invontof 


claims his device protects from any addi- 
tional grounded dangerous wires at other 
points on the lino.—New York Herald
